FORTNIGHT BODIES ARE 


RECOVERED 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 22.— 


Two staff correspondents of the Bir- 
mingham News, who have Just return- 
ed from the Virginia mines, say that 
-when they left 
there this . morning 


forty-eight bodies had been taken out. 


A number of corpses were still in 


sight, but could not be reached because 
of the water. The explosion broke the 
water pipes, flooding a large part of 
the mine. It is therefore possible that 
Eoroe of the miners were drowned, as 
several bodies have been seen floating 
around in the flooded rooms. Forty- 
four corpses have been taken to Bes- 
semer, wliere a vacant store house is 
being used as a morgue. 


In many instances it is impossible 


to identify the dead, so badly are they 
blackened and mangled. Absolutely no 
hope is held out now of finding any 
one alive in the mine. 


Coroner Paris i? inquring into the 


disaster, "naving already empanelled 
a jury. 


Newspaper . men who have made a 


close estimate on the number of men 
in the mine say that there were 116 
and that there is no doubt but'that 
every man is dead.

the abdomen. It was believed that 
the latter wound would prove fatal, 
but at the hospital is was found that 
the wall of the abdomen had not been 
punctured. 


Coburn escaped over a back fence 


just after the shooting. 
"While 
the 


(police were searching 
for 
him, 
he 


[turned up at the hospital and was ar- 


ested. When he rushed into the hos- 
pital he declared that he was dying 
and asked for a drink of whisky. 


Jealousy is said to have prompted 


the shooting, "although it is said that 
ioburn .was of a quarrelsome nature, 


and that he often accused his wife, 
without cause or reason. 


Coburn at one time enjoyed an ex- 


cellent reputation as a jockey. His 
erratic habits brought him into disre- 
pute, and lately he made a mere ex- 
istence as a tout. 


Coburn, his wife and his mother-in- 


law, 
Mrs. Hanson, have been staying 


at the Reynolds Hotel. 
Recently Co- 


burn went to Hot Springs, and upon 
his return his friends tried to reform 
him, 
but failed. 


Mrs. Coburn, 
who was originally 


from Memphis, belongs to a good fam- 
ily. 
Coburn is from Oakland. 
Two 


years ago he was regarded as the best 
jockey on the western turf. He rode 
for Bennett, and after taking his wife 
to San Francisco, is said to have de- 
serted her there. 
He then went to 


Germany and rode for Dr. Weisberg. 
On his return he spent some time in 
New York. .

We print herewith a second com- 


munication from-Mr. A; E. Cooley, an 
attorney having an office in the Mills 
Building, San Francisco, which 
also 


favors the Bay Cities Water Company. 


Mr. Cooley still manifests a disposi- 


tion to be testy and personal. In his 
former contribution he did not discuss 
the merits of the Bay Cities proposi- 
tion at all, but discussed Mr. Henry 
Rogers and criticized his motives. This 
was not courteous and it was not 
germane to the bond Issue,—no more 
so than the insinuation that he is being 
denied fair play la based .on fact. 


Again, we wish to remind corres- 


pondents that THE TRIBUNE'S col- 
umns have not been opened to enable 
people to cast slurs upon others. 


Editor TRIBUNE:. Trusting1 to the 


good faith of your invitation to all the 
residents of Oakland to express their 
views In the columns of your paper 
upon the subject of the proposed muni- 
cipal water system, whether such views 
be favorable to, or against the adop- 
tion of the proposed bonds. I last -week 
wrote to your paper my ideas In ref- 
erence to certain expressions of opinion, 
that heretofore have been published 
upon the same subject by Mr. He: 
Rogers. In that letter 
I questior.e 


the seriousness of thought and the ex- 
tent of the investigation which had 
been given the subject by Mr. Rogers, 
as -was manifest from the statements 
which be put forward as the basis for 
his conclusions against the 
adoption 


of the 
bonds. The 
communication, 


while an answer to part of Mr. Rogers* 
arguments, was intended ai an exp'ree- 
slon of opmtaa M to Ot» moUret aM 
knowledge -eiij- writer should have in 
submitting his views to tile public. I 
have not the honor of Kr. Rofen' ac- 


quaintance and was answering rather 
the reason of an abstract person. My 
letter was not intended to be "insult- 
ingly personal," nor does a rational 
view of it lead to that conclusion; it 
was not an attack on Mr. Rogers, but 
an attack on his arguments, with 
statements In 
connection 
therewith 


which I earnestly hoped might lead 
others, as well as Mr. Rogers, to study 
the question before 
influencing 
the 


public with their views. A business 
man, with the interests of Oakland at 
heart, is naturally expected to have 
considered thoroughly such an import- 
ant question before taking a public 
stand in the matter; if he'has not, he 
injures his business reputation by sub- 
mitting arguments on a business prop- 
osition which cannot stand the scrut- 
iny'of his fellow citizens. Mr. Rogers, 
as THE TRIBUNE justly remarks, 
"needs no defense at anybody's hands" 
as far as his personal character is con- 
cerned, but it would take a 
strong 


champion indeed to uphold his state- 
ments and deductions on the water 
question. 


My remarks were intended to pro- 


mote free discussion, if THE TRIB- 
UNE will permit it, rather than to act j 
as "a bludgeon to silence free speech" 
—if it were possible for them to- be 
such. The statement that, there was I 
"an attempt to browbeat Mr.' Rogers" 
is as absurd as it is untrue. I did not 
understand that in opening your col- 
umns to a free discussion of this ques- 
tion you were reserving the right to 
discipline a correspondent, whose ut- 
terances were not in accord with your 
views. Let your readers judge who is 
using "a -bludgeon to 
silence 
free 


speech." 


In order to show that Mr. Rogers 


has been mistaken in his statement of 
facts, that the conclusions which he 
has formed and expressed are not just 
and proper conclusions, that his deter- 
minations to vote against the bonds is 
not the .determination which the aver- 
age taxpayer and citizen of Oakland 
would form after a careful study of 
the situation; In order to prove to Mr. 
Rogers these things I should be glad 
to answer any communication upon the 
subject which he may put forth. 


I have shown in my previous letter 


that rio business man would hesitate 
to buy a valuable property which he 
could get at a bargain simply because 
some adverse interest should threaten 
suit If such purchase took place, pro- 
vided he were indemnified against loss 
through such threatened litigation. But 
in the eyes of Mr. Rogers, no bond, or 
other security, no guarantee or in- 
demnity, however great or however re- 
sponsible, could by any possibility 
make 
the city safe against loss 


through such litigation. 


Mr. Rogers does not stop to ascertain 


the merits of the case of those who 
would inaugurate such litigation. The 
Contra Costa and the Spring Valley 
Company may have absolutely no 
ground in law against the Bay Cities 
Company, and I understand they have 
none. That litigation may be the most 
absurd that ever existed, and yet it is 
sufficient for Mr. Rogers to know that

such litigation is even threatened to 
constitute in his mind a reason why 
the water bonds should not be voted! 


Mr. Rogers states with confidence 


that "with two competing water sys- 
tems the rc-duction of water rates to 
a nominal figure is inevitable." Is that 
the logical result? It is costing the 
Contra Costa Water Company $193,- 
974.71 per year to pay running ex- 
penses on 'its plant, according to its 
annual statement to the City Council; 
its administration expenses alone fig- 
uring at over $71,000,—its president, I 
am told, receiving of this sum a salary 
of $25,000 a. year for doing the work 
which the pity would have performed 
on its planl for not to exceed $3,000 a. 
year. 
Tht; expense of running the 


Contra Costa plant is enormous, and is 
apparently not all known. Revelations 
ha.Te brought to light an application of 
about $195,000 that went to 
.defray 


some expenses, which Mrs. Center and 
other stockholders are just now very 
earnestly seeking to ascertain the na- 
ture of through the courts. With such 
costs of operation and 
maintenance, 


how long does Mr. Rogers suppose that 
the Contra Costa would furnish water 
at a "nominal figure" of rates? Just as 
soon as the municipal plant starts into 
operation, fhe people will leave 
the 


Contra Costa, and take water from the 
municipal plant. They will do 
-this 


because the municipal plant is a public 
charge and they must support it; to 
take water from the.municipal plant 
would mean to reduce their taxation, 
and they would all take advantage of 
this. While civic pride and loyalty 
alone ought to be sufficient reasons for 
stating that the people of 
Oakland 


would support the municipal system by 
taking its water, private economy will 
lead to the same result. 
Also, they 


will take water from the municipal 
plant for the further reason that they 
will get a better quality than can be 
furnished them by the. Contra 
Costa 


system and a quantity under sufficient 
pressure to protect their property in 
case of fire. The Contra Costa Com- 
pany would recognize this fact at once 
and instead of furnishing water .at 
nominal rates, which would be far be- 
low Its own cost of operation, 
and 


having few customers to supply, would 
close down its Oakland business, and 
keep the money which it would other- 
wise'lose in its safe. 
:'Mr. -Rogers' statement- that 
the 


municipal plant -would increase-'taxes 
to nearly a total of four per cent"'per 
annum, is also* based upon error, and 
an apparent misunderstanding-of'the 
facts. Even were the water furnished 
the people absolutely free, the-water 
consumer having to pay no water rates 
at all and all of the cost of the muni- 
cipal water plant being paid out of 'the 
tax funds, the tax rate would be rais- 
ed only 74 cents; and the total muni- 
cipal tax rate, instead of being 1.26 
as now, would be but $2.00 on. a $100. 
Even after that arrangement the peo- 
ple who nay taxes to Oakland and also 
pay water rates to the Contra Costa 
Company, would pay a much less total 
of both items of expense than they pay 
now. They would pay just as much 
less as the profits of the Contra. Costa 
Company and the excess of its running 
expense over that of the- municipal 
plant would, total. Such arrangement 
would indeed effect a great saving to 
the people of Oakland over .'the .total 
amou-^ which they are now paying.in 
both »r,iter rates and tax rate's. • But 
there is no possibility of any such 
thing occurring. The Contra 
Costa 


Water Company is not able to furnish 
water at a loss. 'It will not attempt 
to do so when it realizes that there is 
no possibility of It ever again" being 
aide to furnish water to Oakland upon 
any other basis than that of loss. 


The remainder of Mr. Rogers' letter 


is a comment upon the statements of 
facts which he has laid down. As the 
facts are not correct his deductions 
therefrom are, of course, equally er- 
roneous. Far from the municipal prop- 
osition being "like throwing six mil- 
lions in th.; air," the city would be 
getting a water plant with over a hun- 
dred miles of mountain watershed, im- 
mense reservoirs in the 
mountains, 


protected by !great masonry dams, and 
pipe lines more than fifty miles long, 
made or iron bound wood stave con- 
struction which will last for probably a 
hundred years. This brought into a 
magnificent new distributin 
system, 


arranged in accordance with the best 
plans of modern science—a water plant 
which in mr opinion, if it belonged to 
the Contra Costa Water Company, that 
concern would not sell to the city of 
Oakland for less than $12,000,000. Such 
is the property which Mr. Rogers calls 
"air."

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Smashing at the Governor. 


For some reason the Stockton Record has been girding at Gov- 


ernor Pardee ever since the Legislature assembled. Apparently it 
became aggrieved at the Governor because he refused to throw his 
jnfluence in the scale for Bard in the Senatorial election; at any rate, 
the Record's tone in speaking of the Executive has been acrid ever 
since it developed that Bard could °xpect no aid from the State ad- 
ministration. The Record's Sacramento correspondence almost daily 
contains shots at the Governor of which the following is a fair sample. 


"Curiously enough, considering the circumstances under which 


the last constitutional convention was held, the constitution gives ex- 
traordinary power to the Executive, and minimizes the power of the 
Legislature, with the result that the Governor is practically the dic- 
tator to the Legislature, and ^fclds 
up the members for any 


purpose he sees fit. Thus, although it is supposed that the 
people 
decide 
how 
much 
money shall 
be 
spent, 
and 
for 


that 
purpose 
the 
law 
in 
every 
State 
in 
the 
union 
and 


in 
:he 
United 
States 
provides 
that 
appropriation 
bills 


shall originate in the lower house of the legislative body, yet, as a 
matter of fact, we find the Governor deciding all these and determin- 
ing what shall be spent for this or that purpose. 


'The moment a Legislature meets the procession to the Gover- 


nor's office begins (and never ceases until he has signed or pocketed 
the last bill) for the purpose of ascertaining what he will allow for this 
or that purpose. It is whispered around the corridors that this is an 
administration measure, and men vote for it through fear that the 
Governor will not sign some measure in which they are interested; or, 
it is announced that the Governor 'will stand for this or that sum,' and 
the bill is immediately made to fit the standing. Two evils flow from 
this system—recklessness in appropriations, on the theory that the 
Governor will veto them, anyway, and too much power in the hands 
of one man, even if he be Governor." 


Governor Pardee has established no precedent in this respect. 
It 


has been the practice of Governors ever since the adoption of the new 
Constitution to hold up appropriations till the close of the session. 
This is done not so much to coerce the members into being "good 
fellow" as to enable the Executive to regulate the volume of expendi- 
tures and to do the cutting where the trimming can be done to the 
best advantage. California Legislatures are prone to.be lavish in ap- 
propriations, and only judicious wielding of the pruning knife wards 
off extravagance and frequent deficits. While using the Executive 
power to club members into taking the Governor's "program" cannot 
be defended, using the veto to curb waste and avert excessive taxa- 
tion can only be commended. 


There is no evidence that the Governor has a program or is en- 


deavoring to dictate legislation. It is not at all amiss, however, that 
warnings should from time to time issue from the Executive chamber 
when a disposition is exhibited to vote large special appropriations 
without duly considering the condition of the State's finances or tak- 
ing into account the volume of expenditures. 


Senators Mitchell and Burton have not ventured to accuse the 


Federal grand juries of encroaching on the prerogatives of the Sen- 


ate. 
Is this an oversight or is the neglect due to a fear of getting in 


contempt of court. 


Joe Jord^ can at least claim implicit credence when he denies 


giving Senator Emmons appendicitis. 


Governor White of West Virginia appears to have been named 


by the law of contraries. He is now charged in the Legislature by 
members of his own party with boodling. Boodling under any other 
name would be as rank. 


The Portland Telegram dismisses the Oregon Legislature with 


this parting kick: 


"The Oregon Legislature has adjourned. All good citizens will 


rejoice to know that it has. 'The evil that men do lives after them.' 
This line might have been written to describe the Oregon Legislature. 
It has voted its confidence in Senator Mitchell, and it has voted to 
adjourn. For the latter act, let us give thanks." 


Apparently they select grand juries in Oregon with more care 


than they do Legislatures else the juries would not indict for State 
prison the man the Legislature elects to the United States Senate. 


The cutting of the railroad one hundred miles west of Harbin has 


a grim significance for Kuropatkin. 
It is true the suspension- of 


traffic only lasted a few hours, but if Japanese scouts and raiders have 
penetrated far enough into Russian territory to threaten the rail 
communications of Kuropatkin the situation is one of grave danger 
to the Czar's Manchurian army. Vladivostock is closely blockaded 
by Admiral Uriu's fleet, which cuts off all hope of supplies by sea. 
Any serious interruption of traffic over the railroad between Harbin 
and' Lake Baikal would make Kuropatkin's position precarious in 
the extreme. 
Mukden is far south of Harbin, and the Japanese raid- 


ers must circle \\ide of Kuropatkin's flanks and stake far in his rear 
to reach the main line of the Trans-Siberian railroad. 


The celebration on the 4th of March will be bigger than the one 


that will follow it on the i/th, but the 17th is celebrated every year 
in many places and always in honor of the same man, while no man 
ever gets more than two whacks at a 4th of March blowout.

Peace May Be in Sight. 


If the dispatches are to be relied on the Russian and Japanese 


governments are nearing an agreement as to the terms on which 
peace can be concluded, though the published accounts of the terms 
proposed by Japan and the concessions by Russia must be taken with 
large grains of allowance. 
It -is not likely that either nation would 


give out the respective bases of settlement in advance of agreement, 
and both Russia and Japan have usually been remarkably successful 
in guarding state secrets. Japan in particular has never yet let slip 
any news she desired to withhold from the world. 
Consequently the 


details given out by the St. Petersburg correspondents regarding the 
proposed convention may l»e accepted as largely conjecture. 


It is said that Japan's demands were as follows:' 
A Japanese protectorate for Korea. 
An assignment to Japan of Russia's lease of Port Arthur. 
The demolition of the forts at Vladivostok and the opening of 


that port to the commerce of the world. 


Possession of the railway from Port Arthur -to Harbin. 
Possession of a strip of land, on each side the railway and the 


cession of the island of Saghalien. 


Cash indemnity equivalent to the cost of the war; the last over- 


tures of peace, three months ago. 


Russia is said to have agreed to the following propositions: 
Korea to be placed under Japan suzerainty. 
Port Arthur and the Liaotung peninsula to be ceded to Japan. 
Vladivostok to-be declared a neutral port with the "open door." 
The Eastern Chinese Railroad to be placed under neutral inter- 


national administration. 


Manchuria, as far north as Harbin, to be restored as an integral 


part of the Empire. 


Indemnity question to be settled by arbitration. 
If negotiations have reached such a stage and the terms of set- 


tlement so nearly agreed upon as the above would indicate peace is 
close at hand. 
It may well be doubted, however, if any such sub- 


stantial agreement has been reached. 


Beyond doubt the Czar and his advisers are in a mood to make 


peace. 
They are constrained to this, perhaps, more by the situation 


at Jiome than by the disasters they have suffered abroad. The nation 
is in sullen revolt against the war; the Caucasus, Poland and Finland 
are seething with the spirit of insurrection. 
Strong garrisons of 


picked troops have to be ' maintained in those provinces to hold 
the people in subjection. Even in Moscow and St. Petersburg the 
Czar's authority can only be enforced by large bodies of soldiers. 
In 


short, the Czar is compelled to live in an armed camp surrounded by 
enemies, even in the heart of his dominions. 


The situation is paralyzing in many re'spects. The mobilizing of 


troops for service in Manchuria and the ordinary affairs of adminis- 
tration are attended with great difficulty and disturbance. 
The lives 


of the Czar, the Grand Dukes and the imperial ministers are in con- 
stant menace from assassins. 
The credit of Russia is falling in the 


financial centers, and doubtless hints are coming from the great bank- 
ing houses of Berlin, Paris, London and Amsterdam that the Czar's 
only security is p'eace. 
Possibly another defeat will have to be in- 


flicted on Kuropatkin before Russia wil agree to Japan's terms, but 
the prospect is now favorable to the war coming to a close without 
further bloodshed.

BRITISH VIEW OF DOMINICA. 


(From the London Times.) 


Then* Is unquestionably a very gen- 


eral desire that an end should be made 
to the existing order of things. Many 
intelligent Dominicans of the 
com- 


mercial class would welcome annexa- 
tion to the United States, as it appears 
to be the only means of securing peace 
and prosperity. 


Certain sections of the people also 


are tired of the perpetual strife; the 
American blacks in Samana Bay are 
so discouraged at the hopeless outlook 
that, according to their leaders, they 
think of returning to the United 
States. 


Nevertheless, the feeling against an- 


nexation pure and simple is exceed- 
ingly strong among tne mass of Dom- 
inicans, much stronger than American 
writers on the subject appear to re- 
alize, and it is extremely 
doubtful 


whether it could be carried out with- 
out bloodshed. 
They have an under- 


lying belief in the ultimate domination 
of America over 
Spanish-American 


countries, but they are not yet pre- 
pared to relinquish their own inde- 
pendence. 


So far as the writer could discover, 


the latter are willing to cede Samana 
Bay on terms, and would not object 
to being placed in the same position 
as Cuba. There is a plan favored by 
many Government officials and com- 
mercial men which proposes that the 
United States should establish a suz- 
erainty over the country, guarantee 
the Dominican bonds and take charge 
of the customs, giving the Government 
the amount necessary for administra- 
tive purposes, >,he republic to give up 
Samana Bay and Manzanilla Bay as 
sites for naval stations and to receive 
in return a substatial sum in cash and 
an annual payment. 


Some such half-way scheme seems 


to be the only practicable one at pres- 
ent, and there is no doubt that the 
Dominicans are ready to consider it.

COSIEST THEATER IN OAKLAND. 


A very strong glue, which will also 


resist the action of water, it made by 
soaking ordinary glue In water till 
soft and then dissolving it in linseed 
oil over a very slow flre till it U of 
the thickness of Jelly. 


To clean wooden tables mix together 


two ounces of soda, a quarter of a 
pound of soft soap, half a pound of 
fuller's earth, with 
enough 
boiling 


water to make a paste. Apply with a 
scrubbing brush and rinse off with 
clean water. 


To prevent new boots from creaking 


dip a piece of flannel in boiled linseed 
oil and rub it over the soles and round 
the edges of the boots, which should 
then be turned soles upward to dry. 
This treatment not only prevents the 
boots from creaking, but renders them 
more impervious to damp. 


Do not stand the candlestick on the 


stove to melt the grease off, as people 
so often do, for an easier and better 
plan is to fill them with boiling water. 
Don't allow it to stand any time, but 
pour it off and rub the candlestick 
well with a dry cloth. Enameled can- 
dlesticks as well as those of plain 
metal should be treated thug. 


Careless painters often leave splash- 


es of paint to dry on window panes 
and then many people find them diffi- 
cult to remove. An easy way la to 
dissolve a lump of soda about the size

Railroad Crossing Bill As Amended 


Satisfactory to the 


New Company. 


SACRAMENTO, February 22.—For 


some days past a Western Pacific 
Kailroad lobby has beer, working, with 
great diligence throughout the legis- 
lative hours and late Into the night, 
persuading members pf the Legisla- 
ture that the Western Pacific should 
not be crowded off the landscape and 
kept 
ant of every city in the State 


through the enactment of Pendleton's 
railroad-crossing 
bill. 
It was quite 


evident yesterday that, the Western 
Pacific representatives were beginning 
to make their presence felt, and that 
In tho light of public criticism no at- 
tempt would be made to put Pendle- 
ton's bill through the Senate In Ha 
obnoxious shape. 
Yesterday and today there were re- 
peated conferences on the subject, in 
•which the Western Pacific men took 
a • prominent part. 
In charge" of the 


Western Pacific fight are Oharlea E, 
Snook of Oakland. H, H. Tard and 
W. M, Rank. late general manager of 
the North Shore, while Attorney de 
Witt Clark of Stockton. Manager H. 
H. Griffiths of the Alameda and San 
Joaquln Railway and former Senator 
Bart Burk have been assisting'them in 
educating the Legislators as'.to the 
Western Pacific's necessities, 
The result of all thla buttonholing, 


and 
corridor whispering was made 


manifest today when Pendleton called 
tip his bill for amendment. In lieu of 
the objectionable provisions, by which 
It Is claimed tho 
Western 
Pacific 


would have been prevented from en- 
tering Sacramento. Stockton, Oakland 
or Marysville, the following crossing 
provision was inserted In the bill; 


"No railroad main-track 
crossing 


outside the limits ol any Incorporated 


town, city or city and county, shall 
be at grade unless the party proposing 
such crossing at grade shall, at its 
own sole cost and expense, protect 
such crossing by the construction, op- 
eration and maintenance of an inter- 
locking platt, with suitable signals 
and derails; but either party to such 
crossing may insist upon a separation 
of grades, in which case the cost of 
constructing such crossing with sep- 
arate grades shall be equally divided 
between the railroad companies con- 
cerned; 
and provided further, that

Booker T. Washington and incident- 
ally of President Roosevelt by the Rev. 
Dr. Charles S. Morris in the

Olivet Baptist Church (African) 
in 


West Fifty-third street, has caused a 
great uproar among a large audience 
of negroes In the midst of which two 
women fainted. 
Dr. Morris is pastor of the Abyssin- 


ian Baptist Church. 
His remarks, which were frequently 


Interrupted, brought hisses and cries 
of "outrage!" 
Later he was denounced by a num- 


ber of clergymen and laymen. 


A committee was appointed to hale 


Dr. Morris before it and ask him to 
retract. 


The church was crowded with ne- 
groes at a reception in honor of James 
H. Hayes, the negro orator of Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 
President Roosevelt gent a. letter of 


regret which was read. 


Dr. Morris, who was chairman of 


the meeting, then began to talk. 


He declared Booker T. Washington 


to be a coward in his way, and that 
since he had become prominent as a 
negro 
leader 
five Southern States 


have disfranchised colored voters. 
When the speaker declared that no 


great harm would have been done if 
an anarchist had made an attack when 
Washington visited President Roose- 
velt at the White House. 


Excitement, which had been 
in- 


creasing among the listeners, reached 
a high pitch.

Several of the colored men on 
the 


platform started toward Morris as if 
to protest and he quickly brought his 
speech to a close. 
After th» meeting the arrangements 


committee met and selected a com- 
mittee of thirty-eight to meet today 
to investigate. 


Morris was asked to appear and It 


was declared he would be requested 
to retract and send a personal letter 
of apology to President Roosevelt anrt 
Booker Washington and, apologize to 
to the committee in charge of the 
meeting.

among the professions. The position 
of the minister, for various reasons, 
has been steadily losing dignity anrl 
power, •while the lauyers, ph>sician, 
teacher, engineer, and others have rap- 
idly stepped to the front.

ing that perfect liberty of thought and 
expression is prohibited In a great ma- 
jority of the 
pulpits hinders many 


young men from preparing themselves 
to serve the church. Furthermore, in- 
adequate salaries tend more than any- 
thing else to dismiss the influence and 
importance of the minister in '-he social 
and civic life of the community."

.These people hold that outside im- 
.provpments should be made solely at 
the expense of people residing in the 
country districts. 


BOTH SIDES HEARD. 


Representatives of 
views 
on both 
'eides of the question appeared before. 
the committee and it was discovered 
•that those who favored the saddling 
of the expense of making improve- 
•jneirtB in the rural districts solely upon 
the people ot those sections found no 
favor -with the committee. 


It -was generally held that improve- 


rznenrts in the country shouid be of a 
•permanent character 3nd these, .is a 
consequence, would cost a grea: deal 
ajid would be too gre-it a burden upon 
the farmer, horticulturist or vineyard- 
1st, who had little to r'avc after paying 
his legitimate expenses. Besides, such 
improvements -would be eagerly utiliz- 
ed by residents of the city for whose 
delectation of the people in the coun- 
..try would be obliged to pay. 


BENEFITED THE CITY. 


It -was held also that improvements 


te the country were for tho benefit of 
.the people of all the county, that nil 
.the people were at liberty to use them, 
that they were of as much advantage 
to the business of the city as they were 
4o the business of the county and, as 
a consequence, they should be paid for 
•by the whole county. 


If such should not be allowed, why 


the county would be pitted with sec- 
tions of bad roads and worse bridges, 
in impoverished little road districts, 
•which, left to their 
own 
resources, 


would not be able to maintain modern 
thoroughfares. 


COUNTEY HOSTILE TO IDEA. 
Messrs. Lumley, Cans, Busick and 


others said that a change in the pres- 
ent system would impoverish their re- 
spective districts, and with this show- 
ing the bills were ordered reported 
with the unfavorable recommendation 
of the committee. 


This means th.it the Supervisors of 


Alameda county will be enabled to 
continue the excellent work of county 
improvement in which they have been 
engaged for a number of vears.

Assembly yesterday evening passed the 
bill abolishing vaccination • as a pre- 
requisite to admission as a student in- 
to the public educational institutions 
of the State. The bill was known as 
the Leavitt 'measure, having gone to 
the Assembly after its passage in the 
Senate. It was made a special order, 
but was put over until the afternoon, 
because the leaders knew that 
they 


would have a large attendance in the 
afternoon. 
Even then the measure 


was not called up until nearly every 
member was in his place. Before tlie 
final vote was. taken on the subject 
the House had to be called and absen- 
tees had to be hunted for. It was then 
ascertained that the measure had re- 
ceived 42 votes in the affirmative and 
35 votes in the negative. It received 
one vote more than the statutory rule 
number, 41, required for passage. 


The bill now goes to Governor Par- 


dee and his action in the premises is 
looked forward to with a great deal 
of interest, because the Governor, as 
a physician, is supposed to entertain 
a strong sentiment In favor of - vac- 
cination in sympathy with a large ma- 
jority of the members of the profes- 
sion to which be belongs. To sign the 
bill would be to fly in the face of his 
brother practitioners.

locking plant, with 
suitable signals 
and derails; but either party to such 
crossing may Insist upon a separation 
of grades, in which case the cost of 
constructing such crossing with sep- 
arate grades shall be equally divided 
between the railroad companies con- 
cerned; and provided 
further 
that 


where 
any 
crossing has been con- 


structed at grade, 
either 
company 


may, at any time thereafter, require 
a separation of the grades at such 
crossing, each company paying one- 
half of the expense of such separa- 
tion; and provided further that the 
foregoing provisions shall not be con- 
strued as requiring a separation of 
grades where such separation is phy- 
sically impracticable, and in case of 
any dispute or controversy as to the

supervisors, not exceeding $5000, for 
the purpose of paying the expenses of 
the county in the event that the new 
county proposition does not carry, 


The old bill required simply a ma- 


jority of the voters to carry the elec- 
tion. In the substitute sixty per cent 
of the ballots cast must be in favor 
of the proposition. 


A new clause has been added mak- 


ing !t a misdemeanor for any super- 
visor who does not comply with 'any 
requirement ot the act.

MERCHANTS AFTER 


DIRECTOR SHARKS 


Schemes Which Have Been Success- 


ful in Catching Even the Molt 


Shrewd. 


Fake directory grafters have been 


exerting money from local business 
men for some time on a well-organlied 
system, which seems to have succeed- 
ed in catching even the most shrewd. 
In fact, according to some of the vic- 
tims, the system has been operated 
throughout the entire State. 


The scheme is an old one, and has 


been worked to death In other local- 
ities. The canvasser gives the sub- 
scriber a receipt to a business pub- 
lication, in this Instance a-coast direc- 
tory 
of some sort. This receipt is 


printed on a large blank sheet with 
place for the name and address of 
the "victim." This he signs and the 
receipt Js preserved, and next year, or 
a year later, the receipt Is dug up, 
and being- cut down to a smaller size, 
Is filled out and printed In with an 
order for a new edition of another 
publication. 
The name of the sub- 


scriber being genuine he hna to pay 
for 
the 
forthcoming publication of 


which he never heard; The Merchants' 
Association of San Francisco Is get- 
ting after these grafters.—San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin. 


HOW WOOD IS COLORED. 


The colored-wood Industry began In 
Italy in the seventeenth century, and 
wood-coloring works came to Sweden 
during the Thlrt- Tears' war, but un- 
til quite recently the method was useJ 
on a very small scale. 


Now, by the method Invented by the 


Austrian Joseph Phister In 1901, the 
wood is colored when fresh. The tree 
is cut while the sap is in action, and in 
the coloring process the dye Is forced 
under heavy pressure into the wood 
and replaces the Bap. The manufac- 
turers can color to a length of thirteen 
feet. 


Birch, b'eech, alder, maple, elm and 


basswood are the best kinds of wood 
for the purpose: oak is not good on ac- 
count of the tannic acid, and in spruce 
and pine the color cannot be made uni- 
form. 


The wood looks best when polished 
The prices are yet comparatively high 
on account of the waste, but Improve- 
ments may follow. It can be used in 
furniture panels and 
doors, also in 


outside work in order to avoid paint- 
Ing. It Is especially good for. fitting 
ships end tramcars.

country legislators have won and the 
country schools have been benefited «it 
the expense of schools of thickly settled 
counties of the State by the passage ot 
what is known as the Slaven bill for. the 
apportionment ot State money among the 
various schools of the State. 


The credit for the nevising of this 


measure is claimed by Superintendent of 
Instruction Kirk and there is no person to 
dispute the claim. It has enabled that 
gentleman to pose as the friend of the 
country school as a-gainst the schools of 
the large cities, and he must, thcreiorc, 
be gratified over the fact that his meas- 
ure went through the House yesterday 
afternoon by a vote ot 51 to 25." 


MONEY TAKEN. 


It was a victory In which San Fran- 


cisco, Alameda and a few other counties 
stood against all the other counties in 
the State, and which deprived the schools 
of the former counties of money 
lows: Santa. Cruz county, J32S; Orange 
county. $464; 
San Bernardino 
county, 
$43,; San Mateo county, 
»,„«; 
Marin 
county. $905; Santa Clara county. $10.600; 
Alameda county, $36,578; San Francis 
county, $215.737. 


This means a total of $265,595 for one 
year, or $531.190 for two years. 


NOISE WITHOUT PRECEDENT. 


The victory was achieved after nearly 
three hours of tne noisiest jangle which 
ever took place In the Assembly. At its

Francisco chang-ed his vote and qnve no- 
tice that on the next legislative day he 
would move for reconsideration. 


EVIDENCE

When the smoke ot the battle had 


cleared away, Speaker Prescott was in 
possession of a voice as cracked as a 
splintered bell, broken gavels lay tipoi 
tne table and an acrimonious feelinf 
seemed to animate the members.

State by arbitrarily depriving her of more 
tnan 1500,000 every two years, to which 
she was rightly entitled because of her 
population and because of the school chil- 
dren within her borders. Population was 
the criterion In the matter of the appor- 
tionment of money of this kind and it 
was an outrage to arbitrarily deprive San 
Francisco of what belonged to .ier bv try- 
ing: to satisfy the cupidity of people In 
thp Interior counties, who are careless 
as to where their assistance was to come 
from,
